I was talking with a very intelligent and 
truthful citizen not long since, who, in former 
years, passed through many eventful scenes.

The Mississippi Constitutional Convention 


Votes on the Suffrage Clause Question. 

JACKSON, Miss., September 17.—The suf- 
frage question may be regarded as settled, as 
faras Mississippiis concerned. Votings was 


‘begun section by section today upon the report 


of the committee on elective franchise. The 
voting developed the fact that the convention 
stands almost two-to-one. in favor of the com-- 
mittee’s report, and its adoption by an em- 
phatic majority is no longer a question of 
doubt. The Chrisman amendment providing 
for an educational or property qualification, 
was rejected by a vote of 77 to 30. 

The proposition to empower the legislature 
to confer restricted suffrage..upon women re- 
ceived a similar quietus. «ti» 

Amendments were bowléa over as fast as 
they were offered, and all of’ the following four 
sections of the. report were adopted by over- 


whelming majorities: 

Section 1. All decisions by the people should be 
by ballot. 

Sec. 2. Every male inhabitant of this state, ex- 
cept idiotic and insane persons and Indians, not 
taxed, who is a citizen of the United States, 
twenty-one years old and upwards, who has re- 
sided in this state two years and one year in the 
election district in which he offers to vote, and 
who is duly registered, as provided in section 3 of 
this article and who has never been convicted of 
bribery, burglary or theft, arson, obtaining money 
or goods under false pretenses. shall be entitled to 
vote after six months’ residence in the election 
district, if otherwise qualified. 

Sec. 3. The legislature shall provide by law for 
the registration of all persons entitied to vote at 
any election, and all persons oifering to register 
shall take the following oath or affirmation: 

“T do solemnly swear, or affirm, that I am twen- 
ty-one years old, and that I will have resided in 
this state two years, and —— election district of 
—— county one year next preceding the ensuing 
election, (or if minister of gospel, two years’ res- 
idence in stateand six months in said election 
district)and am now in good faith resident in 
the same. and that I am not disqualified from vot- 
ing by reason of having been convicted of 
any crime named in the constitution of this 
state as a disqualification to be an elector; that I 
will truly answer all questions propounded to me 
concerning my antecedents, as faras they relate 
to my right to vote, and alsoas to my _ residence 
before my citizenship in this distriet; that I will 
faithfully su rt the constitution of ‘the United 
States and of the state of Mississippi, and will 
bear true faith and allegiance to the same.”’ 

Sec. 4. A uniform poll tax of $2 is hereby im- 
posed on every male inhabitant in the state be- 
tween the. age of twenty-one and sixty years, ex- 
cept persons who are deafand dumb, or blind.

district) and am now in good faith resident in 
the same. and that I am not disqualified from vot- 
ing by reason of having been convicted of 
any crime named in the constitution of this 
state as a disqualification to be an elector; that I 
will truly answer all questions propounded to me 
concerning my antecedents, as faras they relate 
to my right to vote, and alsoas to my _ residence 
before my citizenship in this distriet; that I will 
faithfully support the constitution of ‘the United 
States and of the state of Mississippi, and will 
bear true faith and allegiance to the same.”’

and it must not continue if our agricul- 
ture is to prosper. Instead of this pow- 
erful influence drawing people away from 
the farms, there should be some _ influ- 
ences like the old-time academy, with 
fresh air and health to keep them there. 
The country is the home of virtue and 
the backbone of a prosperous people. 

A great deal has been said about 
state aid to education, and the legisla- 
ture is slowly advancing on that line, 
but it will be a long time before every 
country community will get a _ good 
school from that source. In the mean- 
time the people in the rural districts are 
restless. Their children cannot await the 
slow progress of legislation for an edu- 
cation. In a year or two these boys and 
girls will be in the world, looking after 
their own livelihood, and parents look 
to an immediate equipment of their 
children for the hard struggle of life. 
To meet the emergency here is a sug- 
gestion which is not altogether crude, 
for it has some foundation in experience. 
Why cannot the rural districts follow 
the example of the towns, and raise 
money to carry on schools by local taxa- 
tion? It is far more independent than 
waiting on legislation, and the towns 
and cities have found it eminently satis- 
factory. Why cannot a militia district or 
a school district do the same? As in 
the towns, the amount raised by local 
taxation would be supplemented by the 
pro rata of the state fund, and the bur- 
den of taxation would be found much 
lighter than many would suppose. It 
would give a stable fund upon which 
teachers of high ability could be induced 
to give their services to thé country dis- 
tricts. It would take legislation to carry 
out this plan, but it would be local 
legislation of a kind much easier to. ob- 
tain than a general appropriation suffi- 
cient to accomplish the same results.

Banks of Local Issue. _ 

Among American financiers and bankers 
there has been during the last quarter of a 
century a heated desire to arrange all our 
financial plans and money matters according 
to British theories. The effort of the 
schoolmen and pedagogues to make our 
English grammars conform to the Latin 
standard is a mere matter of moonshine, 
compared with the attempts of our financiers 
and professors of political economy to trans- 
plant British methods of finance to the 
United States. 

It is a craze that passes comprehension, a 
proceeding ruinous in some directions, and 
not going far enough in others. In 1873 
Great Britain, through a man named Lin- 
derman, and by employing other methods 
that did not appear on the surface, had no 
trouble in persuading our professional finan- 
ciers to demonetize silver. They jumped at 
the bait and swallowed it without examina- 
tion, and, through their influence, silver was 
demonetized without notice and without de- 
bate, and it still remains demonetized. The 
result is well known. By purchasing Amer- 
ican silver at a heavy discount, and shipping 
it to India—where it is on a par with gold— 
Great Britain has been enabled to break 
down the market for American wheat and 
cotton. In other words, our financiers, for 
nearly twenty-five years, have lent their aid 
to a scheme by «which our farmers are 
robbed for the benefit of Great Britain, and 
in this they have been aided by the repub- 
lican party. 

In another direction, however, our finan- 
ciers ignore the practice of Great Britain al- 
together, and that isin opposing’ banks of 
local issue. This is gingular, too, since 
banks of local issue are the very backbone of 
Great Britain’s financial system. But in 
this country, as soon as the subject is 
broached there is a great cry of ‘*wild-cat’’ 
banks, and we are told that state banks of 
issue would be dangerous and awkward. It 
seems to be useless to point to the fact that, 
so faras Georgia and South Carolina are 
concerned (to go no further), the real state 
banks of issue were as stable andas substan‘ 
tial as any institutions that have since been 
established; that their currency was sound; 
and that it was receivable in the cotton mar- 
kets of Europe. 

It seems to be useless, also, to point to the 
fact that the expeyience of the country has 
made it possible to establish local banks of 
issue on as substantial a foundation as that 
on which the national banks are based. The 
objections to such as cheme are just as 
plausible, just as sensible and just as tenable 
asthe objectionsto the'fi 
ver. Above all, it has in favor of it the 
British precedent, which ought to render it 
sacred in the eyes of our professional finan- 
ciers and polftical ,economists. As far back 
as 1872 the circulation of the English, Scotch 
and Irish banks, exclusive af the notes of 
the Bank of England, was $85,000,000. It 
is by means of this circulation that the local 
trade is carried on with such facility. 

This subject is well worth serious dis- 
cussion.

Editor Halstead as a Vindicator. 


We believe that Editor Murat Halstead is 
having more trouble than any other journal- 
ist this country ever produced. He seems to 
be in the attitude of the stormy petrel which 
flaps between the whirling cyclone and the 
deep green sea. Like a bottle of store pickles, 
his responsibilities are so mixed that it is im- 
possible, at this distance, to know whether 
he is chewing a lady’s finger, pepper or a 
wrinkled gherkin. 

Under the circumstances, it is natural that 
there should be a clamorous twang to his 
paragraphs and essays. Engaged, as he is, 
in imparting new life and vigor to country 
journalism in Brooklyn, he still has his hands 
on the throttle-valve of The Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette, and it is to be expected that 
he should sound the loud and frequent note 
of alarm. 

Mr. Halstead has no sooner emerged from 
the noise and confusion of one difficulty than 
he finds himself plunged head foremost in 
another. In following the reckless leaders 
of his party, it is not to be expected that so 
exuberant and vigorourasapper should come 
out of the wahoo bushes with all his clothes 
on and ig good order, 

We have long been of the opinion that if 
Mr. Halstead had remained in Ohio, J. B. 
Foraker would have been a greater man than 
he now is. The personal equation counts 
for a good deal in politics, and Mr. Hal- 
stead’s vigorous belief that the forgery which 
deceived him was calculated to deceive the 
man that helped to concoct it, would have 
had great weight in Ohio, where unadorned 
earnestness counts for a great deal. But Mr. 
Halstead left Ohio and the result is that 
even the republican committee of investiga- 
tion on the ballot-box investigation has re- 
fused to whitewash Foraker’s eonnection 
with that job. 

With respect to Quay, Mr. Halstead has 
been more successful. He has made no in- 
vestigation, but he has gone about the vindi- 
cation of that typical republican in a 
Johnny-get-your-gun style that is quite re- 
freshing. » He has accomplished more in this 
way than all the great republican editors put 
together. The manner in which he meets 
the charges against Quay is worthy of note. 
He proves the republican leader to be inno- 
cent by quoting a charge to the effect that 
the Hon. Calvin Brice bought his seat in the 
senate. It takes a wonderful accumulation 
of reasoning power to follow this logic, but 
no doubt there are a great many republicans 
equal to the task.

PARAGRAPHIC PENCILINGS. 


Do we indeed live, as Carlyle long since 
wrote, in an age of shams? We might reply 
yes and no. While we have no sympathy 
with a cynical, carping criticism, yet it is well 
to call a spade a spade, rather than call it an 
agricultural implement. We put the case 
mildly when we deprecate the 
decadence of the old-fashioned 
virtues. We recognize with the utmost 
heartiness the admirable features of our nine- 
teenth century civilization. The utilization 
of electricity is of itself one of the grandest of 
scientific achievements, although as yet we 
see but the faintest beginnings of its reserved 
force. We marvel.at the development of 
the minera] industries—we rejoice in 
the wider diffusion of knowledge, 
nor less in the splendid growth of our public 
charities—in the railways that cover the con- 
tinent with their network of steel, and whatis 
yet more wonderful, in the palatial steamers 
that ‘‘weave the continents together,’’ as they 
come and go with the punctuality of 
the planets. But there are ~ two 
sides to this mystic shield. The 
aggregation of wealth in a few hands not less 
than the aggregation of population in a few 
centers is fast transforming the government 
into aplutecracy. Thenational senate, a body" 
once composed of such illustrious worthies as 
honest Nat Macon, gallant Harry of the 
west, the sage of Pendieton, the im- 
perial . Webster, and others of only 
lesser note, is now a body of 
bloated bondholders, whose aggregate wealth 
exceeds that of some of the older states. 
Statesmanship has degenerated into parti- 
sanry. Society is but another name for snob- 
pery. The church, which was ordained to be 
the salt of the earth, is, in many quarters, 
losing its godly savor. . In places not 
a few it has become as_ worldly 
wise as the English church that 
knows to a farthing “the value of a 
pound sterling.’”? Ifthe half of this be true 
we need a national lustration. We need some 
Moses to lead us out of the wilderness; not 
Henry George’s single tax theory, nor Dr. Ma- 
cune’s subtreasury plan, nor the educational 
project of that ‘Pan-American ass,’’ Senator 
Blair. Let us ‘‘ask for the old paths, where is 
the good way, ard walk therein,’’ then will the 
darkness flee away and there will be ‘‘day- 
break everywhete.”’

If he wants 
more learning or philosophy, let him read 
Neander. This last, it is true, was written for 
a controversial purpose, and yet it presents, 
in the clearest light, not the 
Jesus of the synoptists, but the Christ of the 
fourth gospel. We have, moreover, grave 
doubts whether the popular conception of 
Christ has been in anywise bettered by this 
sort of literature. Beecher’s venture on this 
line involyed him in vexatious litigation that 
hardly less than the Tilton scandal beclouded* 
his latter days. : 

Much of his best writing, after all, is found 
in the “Star Papers.’’ In these there are 
many vigorous thoughts, and besides an 
abundance of pleasant conceits. We instance 
a few of the latter class, such as: ‘‘No man of 
sensibility ever spoke of a flower as he would 
of a fungus, a pebble, or a sponge. In- 
deed, they are more life-like than 
many animals.”’ In the same 
connection he speaks of the chick weed, and 
says: ‘‘It leads out the snow drop and the 
crocus. It will open its floral eye and look 
the thermometer in the face at thirty-two de- 
grees.” Again, in depicting an apple 
orchard in full bloom, he adds: “Such 
a sight is equal to" “a __ stinset, 
which is but a - blossoming. of - the 
clouds.”” And yet this man, so appreciative } 
of “the tiniest flower that blooms,’’ was at } 
times fiercely vindictive. There were occasions‘? 
when his bitter utterances, even from the pul- 
pit, reminded you of a volcanic vent pouring 
forth scorim, ashes and torrents of lava. As 
he drew nearer to the end there was less of 
this bitterness. Especially did he rid himself 
of that intense sectionalism that in former 
days marred the beauty and symmetry of jis 
character. 


The far-famed Boston tea party, viewed 
simply as a business transaction, was verily 
much ado about nothing.

Without disparaging the 
claims or the merits of any present or pros- 
pective rival, we venture the prophecy that 
his senatorial campaign will be a strictly 
‘*veni, vidi, vici’’ procedure.

Rapid Census Taking. 
From The Philadelphia Record. 

The English method of censustaking is in 
strong contrast to the plan adopted in the United 
States. It could not be used in this country unless 
the long string of senseless questions which the 
American public was required to an- 
swer should be cut to _ pieces. The 
English census officials are content 
with asking a few questions, and henee are free to 
use a system that can be worked rapidjy. It is 
probable that Mayor Fitier will take a census of 
Philadelphia this fail, after ail the people shall 
have returned to the city. The count will be made 
by the police,‘and the plan adopted will be similar 
to the English method, which is executed in a day. 

In England the work is done under the super- 
vision OF registrar gencrat, who is wesistod by. tw 
eminent statisticians specially selected for the 
work. The count is made usually on Sunday, and 
the 5th of April, 1891, is fixed for the next enumer- 
ation. About 50,000 enumerators will be required 
to do the work, and they age selected from,the 
most intelligent, trustworthy and active citizéns, 
régardiess of politics. The work is overlooked by 
4,000 registrars and 900. superintendent registrars. 
Each man is paid at thé rate of $5 for the day. 

Sunday is selected a$'the day when most people 
are at home. Persons engaged in work away from 
home on the day set apart are included in the 
schedules left at their houses, and persons travel- 
ing are imcluded in the scheduie of the hotel or 
inn where they may sleep on the Sunday gight. 
The enumerators are required to send their books 
to the registrar of the parish or township by April 


and forwarded to the superintendent registrar by 
April 24th, who, in his turn, revises and corrects, 
and transmits the whole to the central office. The

The particulars asked are the same as they were 
ten years ago as to sex, age, profession or occupa 
tion, condition as to marriage, relation to head of 
family and birthplace. Also whether any person 
; is blind, deaf, dumb, imbecile or Junatic. The only 

new question to be asked is as to the number of 
rooms occupied by a lodger or person who does not 
rent a house. No question is asked in England, 
Wales and Scotland as to religion, but in Ireland 
each person is asked his or her religious 
profession. Prior schedules are sent to every 
residence in advance of the enumeration, to be 
filed up by the head of the family. This has 
_hever been done in the United States, although it 
‘is adopted by nearly every European country. It 
is calculated that the population of England and 
Wales will amount up to over 30,000,000 ; Scotland, 
4,000,000, and Ireland, 5,500,000. About one-seventh 
of the total population of England and Wales is 
concentrated in London.

ALABAMA’S NEXT GOVERNOR W1ITH 
ATLANTA FRIENDS. 


He Talks About the Alliance of Alabama 
and Politics—The Alabama Farmers 
Make No Issues. 


Governor-elect Thomas Jones, of Alabama, 
was in Atlanta last night. 

Governor Jones was aceompanied by his 
wife, and they are on their way to Virginia to 
spend several weeks. 

There were.many old friends of the governor 
to greet him with genuine cordiality at the 
Kimball! last night, and showers of congratula- 
tions were heaped upon him for the success of 
his recent campaign for governor of Alabama. 

Governor Jones, with his becoming modesty, 
had but little to say about his race, however, 
to the many inquiries of his old Georgia 
friends. 

“TIT wentinto the nominating convention,” 
said he, “absolutely with no issue. I was 
fighting nobody, and would have been much 
disappointed if anybody would have fought 
me. 

“It is true I was opposed to the subtreasury 
bil), but the farmers of Alabama didn’t make 
that an issue predominant over democratic 
fidelity, so my candidacy could only have 
been viewed in the light of democracy.” 

When asked about the political situation of 
the alliance in Alabama, GovernorjJones said: 

‘‘Well, the alliance in my state is anything 
but a political organization. The farmers 
have joined simplwv for defense, and are taking 
no aggressive steps in politics at all. Things 
are quiet in politics, and the farming people 
are reveling in the promise of an abundant 
harvest. They are happy enough with 
the results of the alliance already realized and 
are not making any political claims.” 

Governor Jones is a native Georgian, and 
lived for sometime in Atlanta. He was born 
in Macon, and the town Jonesboro was named 
for his father. 

Governor Jones was elected governor of 
Alabama by a majority of 100,000, and is now 
awaiting his inauguration to enter upon the 
duties of his office. 

He will leave Atlanta this morning, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Jones, for Virginia.

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THE LARGEST RATTLER IN GEORGIA 
KILLED IN LEE COUNTY. 


He @as Terrorized a Neighborhood for 
Years—Over Eleven Feet Long— 
Other News. 


The latgest rattlesnake ever seen in Geor- 
gia was killed Saturday in Lee county upon 
the plantation of Secretary of State General 
Phil Cook. 

The news comes through Phil Cook, Jr., 
a son of the general. 

The snake has terrorized the neighborhood for 
years, and its death Saturday was the occasion 
of a jubilee celebration amongst the darkies in 
that vicinity. Even the white people joined 
in the generai feeling of relief that so danger- 
ous and dreaded a neighbor was rid of at last. 

The snake, by actual measurement, was @ 
little over eleven feet long. 

It had nineteen rattles and.a button. 

BEEN HUNTED FOR YEARS. 

The snake has been hunted for years, and 
traps innumerable have been devised for his 
capture. 

His den is in an impenetrable section of the 
Kinchafoonce swamp. 

Near this isa cypress pond, and between 
the swamps and the pond is the road. 

Hundreds of times his track has. been seen 
across this road. People that had not seen it 
were loath to believe the stories told about it; 
but the truth finally became established and 
the Lee county rattlesnake became famous 
from the At!antic to the Pacific. 

Every year the story is reprinted, with timely 
variations, to go the round of the press. 

The snake bas swallowed young pigs, chick- 
ens, rabbits and other small animais, and was 
dreaded by the negroes like a ghost. It was 
dificult to induce them to travel the road be- 
tween the pond and the swamp at night. 

KILLED AT LAST. 

Last Saturday the snake was found across 
the path near the pond by Mr. Phil Cook. 

Without disturbing it, Mr. Cook went off 
for he!p; returning with three or four negroes 
armed with hves and clubs. 

Stealing up near the snake, the negroes fell 
upon it with the hoes and clubs and finally 
killed it. 

It was cut open, and in its belly was found a 
full grown buck rabbit. ‘This probably ac- 
counts for the dormant and comparatively 
helpless condition of the snake and the ease 
with which he was dispatched. 

The snake was then thrown across the 
shoulders of one of the negroes and carried to 
the house. 

Though the negro was a stalwart, muscular 
man, he staggered under the load. 

It was heavier, he declared, than a sack of 
guano. 

General Phil Cook says it was the largest 
rattlesnake he ever saw or heard of. 

At any rate, is isthe end of the famous 
Lee county monster.

The most interesting of the machinery ex- 
hibits, perhaps, will be the néWw cotton har- 
vester from the J. J. Case Machine Company, 
of Racine, Wisconsin. 

This machine will be put tea practical test 
for the farmers, and will be a most interesting 
exhibit, especially to the southern farmer, 
whose chief product is cotton. 

It consists of a harvester and cleaner and a 
cleaning machine, and is one of the greatest 
inventions of the day. 

The harvester is mounted on wheels, drawn 
by two mules, stripping the cotton from the 
stalks and depositing it at the rearof the 
machine in large sacks carried for that pur- 
pose. Neither the mules nor any part of the 
machine pass over the plant before the cotton 
is picked. The cotton is gathered in a rough 
condition, including bolls, and more or less 
leaf and limbs, which are removed by the 
cleaning machine through whichthe gath- 
erings are passed. ‘The harvester or picker 
cannot be run until the cotton is fully opened, 
oris ripe euough to gather, as everything is 
picked off by the machine, whether cpen or 
not. Unopened bolls, if mature, will be opened 
by the cleaning maciiine. 

Many of the applicants for space have been 
refused, owing to the fact that the machinery 
hall is tilled to overtiowing.

‘Mr. Cheadle Warns His Party that They 


Are Doing Wrong in Attempting to 
Oust Venable from His Seat. 

WASHINGTON, September 17.—In the house 
the reading of yesterday’s jourgal consumed 
more than half an hour. 

Mr. Haugen, of Wisconsin, demanded the 
regular order, being the Langston-Venable 
contested election case; but Mr, Payson inver- 
posed with the conference report on the land 
grant forfeiture bill. 

Mr. Kowell, in behalf of the committee on 
elections, raised the qnestion of consideration 
against the conference report. 

On a standing vote the result was 48 to 82 
against considering the conference report, and 
Mr. ©’Farrell demanded and the house or- 
@ered tlhe yeas and nays. 

Mr. Payson then desired to withdraw the 
report, but the speaker ruled that, the yeas 
apd nays being ordered, this could not be done. 

The house decided—yea;s G2, nays 137—not 
to consider the conference report. 

Mr. Hianugen then called up the election case, 
against which Mr, O’Ferrail raised the ques- 
tion of consideration, During roll call, nearly 
all the democratic members deserted the 
chamber, leaving but a bare dozen present to 
look out for their interests. 

Before the announcement of the vcte, Mr. 
O’Ferrail rose and said that he had carefully 
kept a tally of the vote. He noticed that upon 
recapitulation the pame of Mr. Morey, of 
Ohio, was noted as voting in the affirmative. 
He was sure that Mr. Morey had not been 
present when his name was called, but that he 
had givenin his name at the clerk’s desk. 
Would the speaker decline to investigate the 
Morey had been 
present? 

The speaker said that the house had the 
right to know whether the gentieman from 
Ohio was recorded at the proper time. The 
gentle an’s name would be put on the list of 
those present and not voting. 

The result of the vote was then announced 
as: Yeas, 136; nays, 15—the clerk noting a 
quorum. 

Mr. Haugen immediately demanded the 
previous question on the election case, and the 
direction “all go ont” was given by the demo- 
cratic managers. But it was not necessary to 
put this direction into force, for, after an im- 
perative protest by Mr. Cheadle, of Indiana, 
against the stifling of the debate, Mr. Haugen 
withdrew his demand and proceeded with an 
wgument of the case. 

Mr. Cheadle, of Indiana, opposed the ma- 

jority resolution and declared that the republi- 
cans of the house could not afford to vote 
Venable out and Langston in. The fourth 
district of Virginia was reliably republican 
and it had been carried by the democrats, not 
because of the popularity of Cleveland or the 
unpopularity of Harrison, but because of a 
republican division. It wasa perfectly plain 
and naturalstatement of fact that the republi- 
can party in that district had been beaten 
solely by reason of irreconciliable differences 
in the republican party. Ithad been a race 
division, with all that such division could im- 
ply inthe south. The republicans had been 
fairly beaten, and it was beneath the dignity of 
the republican party to revise 
the ficures of an election which had been lost 
to it by thousands of votes. Speaking politi- 
cally, it would be suicidal for the republican 
party toseata man who hag led the bolt 
against the regular republican candidate. He 
proceeded to eulogize ex-Senator Mahone, and 
to praise his ability in building up the repub- 
lican party in Virginia, and_ predicted that if 
his leadership were followed, Virginiain a few 
years would be as reliably republican as was 
Vermont. Referring to the case under consid- 
eration, he said thatif there was a little law 
and less evidence to sustain the contest, there 
was still less republicanism. He was con- 
fident that there never could be a strong 
and elfective republican party in the south, 
until there were enough white men into it to 
make it strong andeffective. Senator Mahone 
and the white men of Virginia had made the 
republican party strong in that state, and he 
had secured the election of six republicans to 
congress. The contestant, flying in the face of 
existing conditions, had raised the race issue, 
and the result had been that Virginia had 
now only two republican representatives. Ig- 
1 not dominate and and overrule 
intelligence. The republican party in the 
south could not be built up on negro votes 
alone. He (Cheadle) was not his colleague’s 
keeper: but, speaking for himself, he said 
that he could not, under his oath and with his 
knowledge of the case, vote to seat the con- 
testant, and he hoped, for the good 
name of the house and _ for the 
good name of the great party to which he be- 
longed, that there would be enough republicans 
voting with him to retain Venable in his 
seat. 
When Mr. Cheadle concluded he was greeted 
with applause by the democrats. The case 
then went over until tomerrow, Mr. Haugen 
stating that he would call the previous ques- 
tion at 2 o’clock tomorrow. 

The speaker announced his signature to the 
river and harbor bill, and then the house, at 5 
o’clock. took a recess until 8 o’clock, the even- 
ing session to be for the consideration of bills 
ceported by the committe on military affairs.

A Resolution Before the Senate Inquiring 
Into It. 

WASHINGTON, September 17.—Mr. Sher- 
man, from the committee on foreign relations, 
reported a resolution, which was agreed to, 
requesting the president to communicate to 
the senate such information as he may have 
on the subject of the arrest of Thomas T. Col- 
lins, a citizen of the United States, residing at 
Manila, in the Philippine islands, by officers 
of the Spanish government. 

Mr. Evarts reported a joint resolution ap- 
propriating $5,000 for the new site for Lafay- 
ette statue, and stated that the site selected 
was an esplanade of some eighty feet square at 
the southeast corner of the treasury reserva- 
tion—not injuring, he said, but improving the 
dignity of the treasury enclosure. Passed. 

Mr. Blair addressed the senate on a joint 
resolution proposing an amendment to the con- 
stitution conferring representation on the Dis- 
trict of Columbia in the two houses of congress 
and in the electoral college. 

The senate then devoted an hour to bills on 
the calendar, to which there was no objection. 
Among the bills passed were the following: 
Senate bill appropriating $30,000 for a public 
monument on the reservation in the city of 
Washington to the memory of John Ericsson, 
inventor and constructor of the Monitor. 

The senate bill appropriating $20,000 for the 
purchase of certain manuscript papers and cot- 
respondence of Thomas Jefferson, now in the 
possession of his descendants. 

The senate resumed consideration of the sen- 
ate bill to establish a United States land court, 
and to provide for the settlement of private 
land claimsin the states of Nevada, Colorado 
or Wyoming, and inthe territories of New 
Mexico, Arizona or Utah. The bill occupied 
the greater part of the afternoon, but was 
finally laid aside without action. 

Mr. Plumb offered a resolution to recommit 
the house bankruptcy bill to the judiciary 
committee, with instructions to amend it.so as 
to provide for a system of voluntary bank- 
ruptcy only, and to report it back as amended 
at the earliest practicable moment.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, September 17.—The general im- 
~-pression in the street last night that the secre- 
tary of the treasury would obtain the requisite 
amount of bonds today, which would insure ease 
in money at least for the remainder of this month, 
induced a more hopeful feeling among commis- 
sion dealers, and there was displayed this morn- 
ing an increased disposition to buy. The more 
sanguine bulls pointed to the fact that the late 
decline having continued for a week, and argued 
that the reaction, under favorable circumstances, 
must last at least that time, and were disposed to 
take the long side for a good turn. The bears, 
however, while acknowledging there would be a 
material rally, were not inclined to give as long 
life, and maintained that the short interest is only 
moderate, and the liquidation of long accounts 
would be started by any marked improvement in 
values. Almost every one was agreed, however, 
that the bottom had been touched for the present, 
and buying today was more eager than for some 
time, and especially so after it became known that 
the full amount of 4 per cents had been obtained 
at an even lower figure than it had been expected 
the secretary would have to pay for them. Traders 
were almost all working on the long side, and 
there was a2 most welcome absence of bear prés- 
sure in any portion of the list, although some 
slugegishness was shown here and there. The cor- 
rection of the general impression that the secre- 
tary said that he could do nothing more for the 
mouey market after the acceptance of his pending 
offers, and the assertion that he said that the im- 
pression referred only to4 per cents, did some- 
thing to restore the better feeling for the future, 
as the bears were inclined to make all the capital 
possible out of the impression referred to. Lon- 
don figures were higher this morning, and while 
there was nota very urgent demand here, first 
prices were generally slightly higher than last 
nicht’s final figures. The market soon developed 
strength, however, and prices rose steadily until 
after the bond offerings became known. By 
that time the whole active list was up from 1 to 
134 per cent, with Lackawanna, Big Four, Chicago 
Gas ard Villaids most prominent for gains scored. 
The. bears then attacked the list on the theory 
that the result of the bond offerings had been dis- 
counted, and their efforts to break values was 
aided by considerable realizations among traders 
on the advances of the past two days. A large 
failure in Roston was also used as’ a club with 
which to kneck off quotations, and before the 
close almost all the early gains had been wiped 
out,andina few instances material losses in- 
curred. The close was quiet but weak, generally 
at small fractions below the opening figures, 
Grangers were specially prominent in the late de- 
cline. Sales aggregated 259,009 shares Listed and 
4;,900 unlisted.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, September 17—Wheat—The market 
presented a more healthy condition early, anda 
higher range of prices was established. While the 
feeling was considerably unsettled and nervous, 
the undertone was stronger, and the situation ap- 
parentiy more encouraging to holders. On the 
whole, however, operators were disposed to watch 
the market and conduct their operations cau- 
tiously. The opening was rather stronger, and 
prices 44@c higher, influenced by stronger for- 
eign market advices, but sudden weakness oc- 
curred, and prices dropped off quickly 1@1\c. 
The reason for this decline was difficult to ascer- 
tain, though it was credited toa rumored failure 
of a firm in Boston. From that decline a steady 
rally followed, prices advancing 2),c, then turned 
weaker and closed 4c lower for September aud 5<c 
higher for December and May than yesterday. 

Corn was fairly active, a good volume of busi- 
ness being transacted within 1@1%o range. The 
feeling developed was somewhat firmer, and gains 
were noted on all futures. The better tone was 
due in a measure to the receipt of advices from 
the frost-bitten district baying that the damage 
by last week’s cold snap was more than at first 
supposed, and to the advance in wheat. The first 
trades were about the same as yesterday’s close, 
and under a good demand gradually advanced 1@ 
ie, reacted 3c, a prominent local trader selling 
freely, ruled steady and closed with 4@<c gain. 

Oats were stronger with fair trading, and prices 
advanced $4@ic, reacted 44,@‘ec and closed easy at 
intermediate tigures.
